Since my last report the Churchill School has been equipped 
with movable seats and desks for all pupils. [am sure that all 
who have visited the school since these were provided, will 
testify that the change has greatly added to the general 
appearance of the room and to the comfort of the pupils. 

As in former years, a lunch is being provided at the 
Churchill School, the milk being provided as for several years 
by Mr. Wright. We extend our thanks to him for this 
generous provision, also to other citizens who have helped 
the school in many ways both financially and otherwise. 

One change has been made in our teaching force,- the first 
for over five years. Mrs. Knapp, who had taught in the 
Stoneham School since September 1926, retired at the end of 
the term last December.
